,\n act. eiitithal an act to make it unlawful to 
ce horses on any ii.iirs** in this state. Re it en- 
•ted; 

Section 1. Re it unlawful to ra«-e any Inwse in this 
tate on any :ace loiirse in this state. 

Sec. II. .\ny person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, Ik* line.l in any sum 
not h‘ss than nor more than JjJKMl for the tirst 
iffeiisi*; ami for all sni. sequent ofrcii.s«*s. upon con 
ii'tioii. shall Ik* punisii«*d by imprisonment in tiie 
«•oun^y jail for not less than thirty days, nor more 
than six months; and each raiv shall Ik* considered 
separ.ate ofl’elise. 

Sec. III. This act shall Ik* in ftwce from its 
passage.

the eliib ami enjoins lliem from tlir«*atenlng to 
break up the raeing.

Story of the Grand National Steeplechase and 
the Difficult Aintree Course. 



The minds and eyes of racing enthusiasts the 
W(»rl(l over turn to England hnlay, for this is the 
(lay that the Grand Nathmal. “the blue rll*and of 
the steeplechase,’’ is to I»e run over the great and 
dirticult Aintret* coiir.se at LiverixHd. It is a race 
for a big prize and hard to win, hut It has ever 
Iks*!! attractive to owners of jumping horses, as is 
att(*st(*d t»y the fiehls that have started in its 
history of nearly haH a century. It has never had 
fe\v(*r than ten starters, in l.SS.”,, ami once had 
tliirty, in 1S(MI. The prize i.s $1.5.(»00 and a trophy 
valued at $(;2.5, in addithm to :j;i2.5 from each of 
tiu* starters; $7o fr(uu the lu*rses ac<*e|!tiug weights 
hut not starting, and $2.5 from luwses declared after 
the assignment of the weights. This y(*ar there 
were sixty-livc cujries, of which ten declared, le.iv 
Ing fifly live eligihh* to start tmlay. Figuring <hi a 
held of twenty the winner’s portion will Ik* $17..VM>, 
the .set*.MHl will receive $1,.5<KI, the third $l.(MMi, and 
the ftmrth horse $.”.7.5. 

The dislamv of the race is alout four miles and 
S5(; yards. This means practi(*ally Iwhv over the 
conrst*. The start is made just lK*youd the paddm k, 
which is at the right of the graudstand as one 
sits facing the track. There are sixl(*(*!! <»hstacles 
in the ctmrse, fourteen of which are taken Iwuv 
causing the horses, that is those liuishiug, to Jump 
thirty times. The llrst jump is c*.ilh*d “Fan’s 
Feme.” It i.s a ditlicult, natural quickset lu*dge 
triiu!m*d down lo live feet high, hut it is fully 
four feet thh*k, ami must Ik* “4*leare«I.“ not hru.she^l. 
ami it was uaiue^l after a wmi.lerful st(*eplechase 
mare, hut. altlumgh a grand fem*er 011 other ctMirses, 
always going (h»wu at the first National femv. The 
next ohst.‘u*le is a natural tlurt*n fence, uinch mere 
easy, aii«l th(* third is a nasty one willi a six-fiHd 
wide «Iit< li 4»n the take side. 3’lieii Ddlows a 
pretty stiff p«»st ami rails, five f»*et high, ami the 
tifth Jiiiiip is an ordinary English thorn hedge. 

The sixth is “Be«-her’s P.roifk,’’ .so iiauied after 
a captain B(*cher. who was knif’d there. It Is 
a liutural waleiviuirse, eight fi*et wule, with fairly 
steep hanks, with a stiff n>ur feet high fence. ov(*r 
this the hois(*K iK'giii to turn. The next (»hstacle 
is a hedge, having a rail fence thirty inches in 
height stamling three feet fn.iii its fnmt base. 
'1 In* (‘ighth f(*m*e is a broad, thick hedge, with a 
(l(*ep dit(*h on the tyke-off side. Over this the turn 
Is completed ami the horses run toward the staml, 
hut far to the left of it and then c(»nies “Valentine’s 
P.r«H»k.” with hanks md quite so steep, hut whlcr 
than “Becher’s,” and the fence in front of it is 
practically twelve lnch(*s higher. A thick thorn 
hmige is the tenth jump, f(dlow(*d by a thick hedge 
with a deep ditch, fully seven f<*et wide. Aisither 
ditch of similar width accentuates the harmle.ss 
hedge next in order, the ditch lK*iiig on the fartlu*r 
si«le. Over this lK*giiis tlie turn f<.r tlu* run past 
tlie staml and the thirteenth and fourteenth fences 
are artlti^ial brush, four and a half feet high, ami 
stiff, lK*ing Very hr.snl. The Ilf teen th jump is a 
4lit<-h and fence and then c«um*s the great water 
jump which is in front of the grandstand, ami 
llM»st‘ clearing it cover aintut twenty feet, including 
a two fiM»t high h(*(lge, which lets the Inuses see 
tjie water, causing nervou.-* animals to refuse. This 
is practically half the ctvurse, as the next fem-e 
is “Fan’s,’’ hut in the .sectrtid round the water 
jump, and tin* fem-c iiniiiediately preceding it, are 
not taken, the h(»rses linishiiig on the tlat directly in 
front of the grandstand.
